Two years ago Uplanders voted a special tax rate of 20¢ 
with which to buy new fire truek. Now the truck is pur- 
chased and paid for and this special rate will be no more. It 
takes no time at all to figure that even with the three new pro- 
posed rates voted, the tax rate for 1930-31 would be three cents 
less than it is now. Of course, there may be other things that 
would require an increase in the rate, but that is not lkely, 

In this issue of The Upland News, Richard G, Manley, city 


service manager, lias an article explaining in detail just what | 


the money under the new rate would be used for, how much | 
would be spent on Euclid avenue for-water and maintenance; 
and other work. 

The real issue in the coming election, is whether or not the | 
city parks, the music and the advertising should be maintained | 
in the future as in the past. As has been pointed out, if all| 
three measures pass, the new total rate will likely be lower ; 
than it was for 1929-50. If the special taxes fail, this will be a| 
city with a withered Euclid avenue, with no other parks, with | 
no public music and with no funds for advertising and promo- 
tion, 

It will be at least a month before the special election is held. 
That is time enough for all to study the facets. The Upland | 
News will present all the figures from time to time and give | 


everyone an opportunity to vote intelligently. 
Study the proposals, and if you have any views to express, 
either for or against, The Upland News offers its columns for
